PASADENA, Oct. 19.—“Dry Farm- 
ing in Pasadena does not embellish 
the artistic literature of the Board of 
Trade or Tournament of Roses as be- 
ing the profitabie pastime of a large 
number of the residents of the “city 
of millionaries,” but at least one man 
is making a handsome wad of money 
raising watermelens, casabas, and oat! 
hay on land adjoining the city limits 
absolutely ‘without’ irrigation. Not 
only that, but he is raising larger and 

better crops without irrigation than 
are his neighbors whe have plenty of 
irrigation water. 

This man is Marshaji C. Hayes, and 
he does not live in the “dry tract” 
either. Far from it. The “dry tract” 
in in the extreme northwest section of 
Pasadena, away out alongside of 
Devil's Gate, while Hayes's is in 
the extreme southeaster: t.
